Special Announcement. 


Wrra one more number the second year of 
the publication of the Houz Missrox Hzrarp 
will come to a close. Many a faithful heart has 
it cheered, many a sluggish soul has it awakened. 
God be praised for the good it has accomplished. 

But the HzzaLy has been published not with- 
out & drain on the treasury of the Society. In 
the year' 1873 it cost about $2,350 over and 
above its receipts from subscriptions and adver- 
tiving. It is too early to strike the balance for 
the present year, but the deficit for 1874 will be 
fully $3,500. And after the first of January 
newspaper publishers will have to prepay post- 
age on all papers sent out ; 80 that the continu- 
ance of the Hurarp for 1875 must cost the 
treagury ak least $4,400. Add to this such facts 
as that the publication calls for increased clerk- 
hire, and causes other expenses difficult to state 
in definite figures, and. that in many cases what 
a church pays for its package of papers is 
taken out of its contribution to the Society, and 
it will be seen that what the paper has drawn 
from the treasury is a by no means «mall 
amount. 

Under these circumstances the question came 
before the Board as to whether the good ac- 
complished by the HzzaLp could not be done in 
$0me legs expensive Way. -

Our Work among the French. 


« DzarR BroTuRrsR :—During this quarter I 
removed from South Boston to North Cam- 
bridge, in order to be in the vicinity of the 
large number of French employed in the brick- 
yards of Boston. Nearly two thousand French 
people are engaged in these works, forming an 
important field, to which I can devote time when 
not absent on my journeys. A point of special 
interest at present is my field in Haverhill, 
Five French-Canadian converts bave been bap- 
tized there of late. I enclose an account of my 
last visit there. Woonsocket, R. L, where 
there is a population of over three thousand 
Freneh, is opening up encouragingly. At a 
recent visit a meesage was brought to me to call 
on & young man, a clerk in the employ of a 
Baptist business man of the place, with whom I 
had conversed geveral times. I found him just 
recovering from & severe attack of typhoid 
fever. He told me that when taken sick his 
Roman Catholic friends expected that he would, 
in the face of death, become reconciled to the 
Church, Soon a couple of. sisters called on 
him, and with consummate skill applied their 
arts to get from him a promise to fulfill his 
duties as a good Roman Catholic. They tried 
at first. to obtain from him a promise that he 
would any at least one prayer to the Virgin 
Mary. Not 8ucceeding in that, they importuned 
him to allow them to send the priest. On his 
persistent refusal the eldest, a good, motherly 
zister, aaked him if he would not at least do her 
the pleagure- of accepting from _ her « oboice 
medal of wonderful power, which, «he eaid, sbe 
would bring with her at their next visit. The 
next day she brought the famous charm. It 
was & perfect gem of a toy—a silver medal im- 
bedded in an exquisitely-worked and ornament- 
ed heart, suspended by a silver cord, to be worn 
around ' the neck. She insisted on putting it 
on his neck, which he allowed her to do, only 
too glad, in his extreme weakness, thus to get 
rid of their well-intentioned but wearisome im- 
portunity, On the morrow they came as usual.

Dome the last seven years, we have ap- 
pointed 238 missionaries, including those re- 
ppointed. Their fields of labor extended over 
24 different States. They bave reported 112,- 
97 miles traveled ; over 17,000 sermons preach- 
1; and 15,206 hopeful conversions. They have 
xjided in the building of 110 new meeting 
houses and organized 56 schoolss We have 
collected and paid to these missfonaries, directly 
and indirectly, about $100,000, Besides this we 
have given employment to thirty-seven other 
colored persons in our Educational and Printing 
Departments. 

The Printing Department of the Convention 
1s now in Sncceasful operation, and bids fair to 
become gelf-eustaining. We have our own 
printing office, our own type, our own com- 
positors, our own preases, our own church organ, 
under our own business and editorial manage- 
ment. All the work, physical and mental, done 
in this department, is done by persons of onr 
own race. "This snccess is the result of our 
efforts to help ourselves. 


The Unitarians of New York and Brooklyn, 
through the recommendation of the Rev. Dr. 
Bellows, farnished us nearly all the means neces- 
*ary to purchase a job press. Indeed all the 
white friends of our race, regardless of our 
religious faith, zeem ready to help us in our 
efforts to help ourselves. But they contribute 
only to our printing tlepartment and educational 
work, saying (and reasonably) that our white 
Baptist friends ought to help us in our purely 
denominational work. 

r relationship with the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society is amicable. We have a 
perfect understanding with each other, and work 
harmoniously together. While they are pre- 
paring teachers and preachers for us, we are 
gathering together, organizing and evangelizing 
the mazes; and thus preparing the way for 
preachers and teachers as they present them- 
elves to us prepared for usefulness and leader- 
ship. Our policy has been to develop our own 
resources ; to rely as far as poesible upon our 
own strength, minds and means ; but now, with 
a debt of nearly $4,000 against us, and an over- 
drawn treasury, we are driven by noceasity to 
call for aid. Please help !
